The Jury sitting in the trial of Roy 
f^ Hracher, Ira D. P.mrnall, Caleii 
Bualck. Harold Martin and Clark C 
Nye, charged with cuiibpiracy to de- 
fraud Lake County, failed to retich 
an agreement When called Into 
court Wednesday afternoon by Judge 
Arthur E, Fiaher the Jury had been 
Jn session since 6:45 Tuesday even- 
ing. 

The laat vote reKlsiered by the 
jury wtis bIx to six In the cai* of 
Dratbor and Pearsall, eight to four 
for conviction in case of Nye and 
i*u.iUk and seven to Ave in Martin's 
ciise. 

In spite of the fact that the state 
offered evidence of a ulronjr nature 
against the five defendiinls. no de- 
fense The decision not (o place any 
of (he defendan(s on the stand 
carae as a surprise to the prosecut 
Ing altorneys as well as to all who 
were following the course of Uie 
trial. 

State Offers Much Evidence 
The stale had presented evidence 
designed to prove thut each of the 
five defcndantB had conspired to de- 
fraud the county and that each had 
made personal gains trom the de- 
positing r)f the money In (lit Kansas 
bunk which Hubsequently tailed. As- 
slBtant Stales Attorney Block pr»- 
ftenied evidence (hat both Bracher 
and PearHall had received interest of 
4 per cent on the money and that 
they had never made an accounting 
of It to the county. Block Inferred 
that the tlOO.OUO of county money 
might have been used in oil field In- 
vestments. 

Defense attorney! denied the 
charge (hat Interest money had been 
paid or that the defendants had pro- 
fited In the transaction which caused 
the tlOO.OOO shortage in Ihe accounts 
of Bracher and Pearaail. lo their ap- 
pealH lo (be jury they stated that 
the state bad failed to prove that 
there had been a conspiracy and 
that the defendants bad profited 
thereby 

1100,000 Shortage Existed Stflce 1922 
The 1100,000 involved In Uia 
transactions In question wa.s first de- 
posited In the Kansas bank during 
the year f922 when Bracher was 
treasurer The money was missing 
trom the treasury during the rest of 
Bracher'a terra and the four yeara 
In which Pearsall was In office The 
disclosure that the shortage existed 
came last spring. Bracher again be- 
ing In the office of treasurer, 
Supervisor Vercoe. chairman of Ihe 
finance committee of the board ot 
supervisors reported the shortage to 
StateH Attorney A. V SmKh and the 
arrests of Bracher, Pearsali. Nye 
Busick and Martin rcHulted. 

After Indictments bad b<>en voted 
agaltist the five, bondsmen atid other 
friends of Bracher raised $100,000 
for him and the money was returned 
to the treasury. Bractier then re- 
signed.

Record for Progress Is Made 

in Protecting People of Vast 

Flooded Section. 

Rt^coMl health protective acflvlHes 
marked the year's service of Ihe 
American Red Cross in this field The 
oalstandlng health accompllsbnienl 
was the successful conclusion nf the 
emergency health program launched 
ss part of Ihe relief work in the Mla- 
iJHHlppI Valley flood. In co-operation 
with State and Federal health agnn 
cIcH, the Red Cross surcessfully con- 
ducted a campaign designed to pre- 
vent epidenrlrs ss a result of Sood 
conditions. 

Thousands were Immunlied against 
typhoid and smallpoi. preventive 
measures against malaria were un 
dertaken. and as tha flood receded an 
Intensive cleanup program was a«l 
In motion to purify water supplies, 
provide sanitary surroundings of ru- 
ral communittes and complete other 
heaiih prolk'cllve Klrps. 

Bewtde the emergency work, the 
Red Cross Public Hfalih Nursing 
Service developed about lOV new com- 
mnnlty nursing and health services 
throughout the country. Nurse In 
structora and others operating under 
the Red truss also extended train- 
ing in Home Hygiene and Care of tbe 
Sltk to both adult and Junior groups, 
the latter in educailuual institutions 
lu certain Instance*. Every State, 
Alaska. Ihe Hawaiian Islands, the 
Philippines. PurlD Rico, and the Vir- 
gin Islands, had Home Hygiene 
classes which showed a large In- 
crease. 

One contribution lo national health 
achieving a growing recogDitlOD It 
tha nutrition Instruction service, 
through which thousands of adults 
and school children are learning the 
proper foods for health and the funda- 
mentals of correct food habits in re- 
lation to health. Classes Include 
housewives, schmd children, fotter- 
mothers, policewomen, women having 
charge of homes and Institutions, 
business giris and students in uni- 
versities and colleges. 

Besides these direct services for 
belter health, the lied Cross enrolled 
reserve of nurses mounts to more 
than 45,000. These nurses are avail- 
able for disaster relief service, epi- 
demics and other serious emergen- 
cies, and are on call for duty with the 
Army, Navy and the Veterans' flu 
reau. 

Red Cross health services are in- 
creasing In scope. It is pointed out, 
Id calling attention to the forthcom- 
ing enroilmenl of new members In 
the Red Cross ranks, through whose 
support all Red Cross activities are 
made possible. The enrollment will 
take place from November U lo 14
